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Walmgate Bar. Next to Monk Bar this is the most 
important of the four Bars of York, although it is the 
lowest in height and the plainest in appearance. It spans 
the important highway of the Bridlington Road, and is the 
only one that retains its barbican. It was rebuilt after the 
Parliamentary siege of the City. 
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
